WHA Rule Differences 


To make hockey an even faster and exciting game, 
the World Hockey Association made several rule 
innovations from those used in the National Hockey 
League. 

These changes enhance the action in WHA games. 

OVERTIME IN CASE OF TIE...Breaking ties is 
easy. All it takes is a 10-minute sudden death over- 
time to settle most issues. Last year the average time 
of an overtime session was six minutes. That cer- 
tainly isn’t too long to spend to determine a winner or 
a loser. 

Other rule changes: 

THIRD MAN IN RULE...In the NHL the third man 
into a fight, whether he be policeman or peacemaker, 
is automatically tossed out of the game with a game 
misconduct penalty. Not so in the WHA. A player in 
the WHA who intervenes in a fight a misconduct 
penalty plus a $100 fine the first is If he does it 
again in the same game he then Bets a game 
misconduct.

REDLINE PASS...If the puck precedes the at- 
tacking player over the center line, he will be legally 
on side and eligible to pick up the puck anywhere past 
the center red line in the attacking end. This has 
made for long clearing passes and fast breakaways. 
Watch for wings especially to be positioned just inside 
the center red line to receive these quick breakout 
passes. 

ICING WHILE SHORTHANDED...During a 
penalty, dumping the puck the length of the ice is a no- 
no in the WHA unless you get the puck across the 
blueline. In other words, unlike the NHL where you 
just shoot the puck down the ice from anywhere on the 
ice when shorthanded, you can’t do it in the WHA until 
you cross your blueline. 

CURVATURE OF BLADE...It may not seem like 
much, but less than an inch is a lot when you are 
measuring the blade of a hockey stick. The NHL 
allows only a 1/2-inch curve compared to 1 1/4-inches 
in the WHA.

This maneuver usually occurs when a team trails by one goal 
in the final minute or so of the game. It is an desperation maneuver aimed at tieing the score and sending the 
game into overtime. 


A player is credited with a “hat trick’’ when he scores three goals in a game. 
Sudden stop on the ice by a player causing a spray of shaved ice. 


Hockey stick with a blade that curves from tip to heel. Maximum depth of the curve must not exceed 1% 
inches. 


Four curved areas of the hockey rink where a great deal of action takes place. 


Small areas in the offensive zone just over the blue line and close to the side boards on both sides of the 
rink. The attacking team’s defensemen usually move into these ‘‘point positions’ during the offensive threat. 


Area directly in front of the goalie. It is four feet wide and eight feet long and marked off by red lines. 
Purpose of the crease is to offer some protection to the goalie from the heavy checking action that takes 
place in front of the goal.
